cleare Springs; thicke Woodes : guſhing 
Founraines : rhe wonderfull increaſe of 
Corne, Cattle, ad /uchitke, Whois he 
(behoulding theſe things, and ſeriouſly mee- 
ditating vpo this Philoſophie /eFure)but, 
he muſt needes confeſſe, that God doth Call 
himn,being ſo manifeſUy taught to know hun 
in his workes?

workes,m myo jn_the frame and com- 
poſition of this great World © fo hke- 
wiſe God aoth Call ws, by hrs workes in 
pox 118 the little World of man . Ho- 
mo eſt czliſimulachrum,& interpres na- 
ture, Manghe ts the pifture of the Heauens, 
and the interpreter of N ature, Concerning 
God,we acknowledge him to be a ſpirit;con- 
cerning the World,we haue found it to be a 
bodie.m Man,we baue an abridomet of bott ; 
nametly,of God,in regard of his ſpirit ;of the 
World,in the compoſition of the body ; as 
though the Creator(vpon purpoſe, to ſet
